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REMARKS 

This responds to the Office Action mailed on September 23, 2004. 

Claim 57 is amended, no claims are canceled, and no claims are added; as a result, claims 
1-5, 8-15, 22, 24-29, 31-35, 37-48, 50-53, and 55-57 are now pending in this application. The 
amendments to the claims are fully supported by the specification as originally filed. No new 
matter is introduced. The amendments are made to clarify the claims. Applicant respectfully 
requests reconsideration of the above-identified application in view of the amendments above 
and the remarks that follow. 

Claim 57 is amended to place the claim in condition for allowance. Claim 57 is amended 
to include features from the allowed claims. Therefore, Applicant submits that a further search 
of the art is not required. 

$103 Rejection of the Claims 

Claim 57 was rejected under 35 USC § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kaya et al. 
(U.S. 5,467,306) in view of Hu et al. (U.S. 4,736,317). 

Applicant cannot find in the combination of Kaya et al. (hereafter Kaya) and Hu et al. 
(hereafter Hu) a teaching or suggestion of a means for controlling current in the channel region 
based on an input signal, where the means includes a silicon carbide compound Sii_ x C x on an 
insulating layer wherein x is less than 0.5 as recited in claim 57. Therefore claim 57 is 
patentable over Kaya in view of Hu. 

Applicant respectfully requests withdrawal of these rejections of claim 57, and 
reconsideration and allowance of this claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-5, 8-15, 22, 24-29, 31-35, 37-48, 50-53, and 55-56 were allowed. 
Applicant acknowledges allowance of claims 1-5, 8-15, 22, 24-29, 31-35, 37-48, 50-53, 
and 55-56.
